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Romulus interests industry 


Future growth in city looks rosy

While other communities surrounding it 
stagnate in slow growth because of the energy 
crisis and the economic pinch, Romulus

appears to have a rosier future 
Or so thinks John Chihan. the 
economic developer and planner 
“It appears as though industries and some 
commercial properties are interested in 
moving into the city," Chihan said “Romulus 
has a lot of things going for it particularly the 
availabilty of natural gas.” 

ROMULUS IS served by Michigan Con- 
solidated Gas Co. — a firm that planned years 
ago for natural gas supplies and that does not 
suffer from the energy crisis. 

Just north of Van Bom Road, communities 
are served by Consumers Power Co. a firm 


that has had supply problems for nearly 24 
years. 

Consumers has had to place an embargo on 
all new gas orders for commercial and in- 
dustrial customers to satisfy the need for 
household heating. 

“I know communities north of here that use 
propane to satisfy their heating needs," 
Chihan said. ”It creates a development 
problem for them .’ 

“CHIHAN added that Romulus also 
benefits from good expressways, two good 
railway connections and the Detroit 


Metropolitan Airport in luring industry 
“Industry and commerce need tran 
sportation losurvive," Chihan said "For that 
reason, Romulus is ideal, as evidenced by the 
industries now located in the city 

“Kelsey Hayes and Detroit Diesel are 
engaged in heavy manufacturing an 
operation which dictates good rail and 
freeway connections 

“The city also has small parts manufac- 
turing operations which need freeways lor 
trucking and theairport for quick transport to 
anyplace in the world 


ROMULUS, unlike many other cities, has 

the unique opportunity to attract a wide 
spectmm of industries 
Yet, Romulus does have its short comings, 
according to Chihan. 

Many of Die local major roads are in poor 
shape a ix1 the drainage isn't as good as it 
should be." the economic developer said 

“There are plans to take care of both 
problems in the paving and drainage 
programs proposed by Mayor (Terry L ) 
Troutt." he added 


ANOTHER problem Romulus has been 
faced with is the airport, Chihan said 

Although people Knew it c the airport i 
would serve a need for long distance travel, 
they never knew which way it was ex- 
panding until recently.” he added 

“The city now knows, with some certainty, 
that the airport will stay within certain 
Ixninds aixl assure private developers they 
won't lose property to airport expansion ” 

Yet. where industrial development looks 
rocsey. the commercial development picture is 
a bit more cloudy 

Tm confident, though, that Romulus will 
have a f me shopping complex in the relatively 
»x*ar future." Chihan said “It’s only a matter 
of time before this community w ill rush ahead

Lambert coordinates efforts 
to solve problems in Romulus

Romulus’ future looks brighter. The 
mayor expects to hire more industry 
and business into the community and 
residents are cleaning up their 
property to try to change the city’s 
image. 

As Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt 
plans for the city’s future, he also is 
paving the way for more efficient city 
services today 

And there’s ond city employe who 
probably should be given an award 
suffering "headaches" as he handles 
complaints related to the services, 
according to some Romulus officials. 

DANIEL I. Lambert, a life-time 


resident of the city, has been director 
of the Romulus Department of 
Responsive Government for six 
months, since its inception. 

“It’s tough keeping on top of the 
problems in this city," Lambert said. 
“But I enjoy the job because I'm 
helping the people in this com- 
munity.” 

The purpose of the new city 
department is to try to solve citizen’s 
problems... be they drainage, roads or 
even pollution. 

“It seems as though the complaints 
never change — they only get bigger,” 
Lambert said. “There always has 
been a drainage problem, but now 


with more development, it’s more 
acute. 

“THERE ALSO always has been a 
problem with keeping the roads up in 
spring, but it’s increased now that 
traffic has increased.” 

The biggest complaints the 
department receives are about for- 
mer complaints that have not been 
taken care of. 

Lambert asked: “How can you tell a 
man who’s being flooded out of his 
yard to remain pattent until the water 
goes down so the city can correct the 
situation?”

The Romulus City Council 
has two budget choices It can 
cut spending by $32,000 and 
keep service at the current 
level, or it can increase 
spending by $610,000 for im- 
proved services. 

Mayor Terry L Troutt has 
offered the council those two 
alternatives in the two, 
budgets he proposed last 
week 

Neither proposal will cost 
the taxpayers more money 
“T1IE CITY IS going to get a 
slight increase in revenue this 
year with the increase in the 
state equalization factor," 
Troutt said. “So there's no 
critical need for more millage 

“But the city will have to do 
some redistribution of millage 
to increase funds in the 
budget.” 

Troutt said his second 
proposal — calling for in- 
creases in recreation and 
public and police services 
can be financed with the ex- 
ces&rniUafle levied for sewer 
COM. auction ill the city 
“Thecity can divert three or 
four mills for ode year from 
the sewer debt retirement 
fund and still keep up 
payments,” Troutt said “My 
proposals could be tough to 
implement with three mills, so 
four may be diverted into the 
general fund for a year " 
THE MAYOR SAID his 
second proposal calls for 
$250,000 to match state 
gasoline and weight tax funds 
to continue the road paving 
program 

“The city is well along the 
way on this year’s program," 
he added "But to make it 
effective, the program has to 
be continued ” 

In Troutt’s second budget 
proposal, $250,000 will be used 
to purchase two recreational 
sites similar to those at Henry 
Ruff and Beverly roads and at 
Merriman Road south of the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

“I promise (while cam- 
paigning) all the citizens 
parks within walking distance 
of their homes." Troutt said 
“I would hope the council 


adopts this proposal " 

THE MAYOR also proposes 
$110,000 fir hiring a juvenile 
officer and two plainclothes 
detectives 

“They’d be part of the 
Wavnc County Sheriff 


Department assigned to 
Romulus on a full time basis 
to handle juvenile problems 
and to handle continuing in- 
vestigation of crimes in the 
community," the mayor said 
A public hearing on the 


budget is scheduled for 7 p m 
May H in the city council 
chambers at the city hall The 
budget proposals will be 
available at the city clerk's 
office prior to the meeting for 
perusal by Romulus citizens 


Public employes 
propose pay hike 


Public employes in Romulus have proposed 
a contract calling for a 69 -cent per hour 
across the board increase during the next two 
years. The total package would cost the city 
$220,000. 

In the first negotiating session, the em- 
ployes demanded more paid holidays, a cost 
of living allowance and a switch from a 
Teamsters Union health insurance plan to 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield coverage, ac- 
cording to Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt 

\ “The city s negotiating team will present 
' its requests at a future meeting," Troutt said. 


The union employes deserve a raise because 
of the hike in the cost of living and the fact 
they they're underpaid compared to other 
community's standards ” 

But. Troutt said he cannot offer those 
raises 

The city’s negotiating -team only includes 
members of the city council 
It is headed by Romulqs Mayor Pro Tern 
Bcveimy McAnally, f^^-ludes Joan A Lee.

THE RESIGNATION came 
shortly after Romulus City 
Clerk Leonard Folmar caught 
the former firm performing a 
poor inventory of the city's 
holdings, one of which claimed 
that goods valued at more 
than $5,000 were missing and 
failed to turn up another

Citizens also have been 
cleaning their yards and 
leaving the refuse for the 
city’s rubbish collector 
“Places which haven’t 
been kept up for years 
now are clean,” Troutt 
said 

MANY RESIDENTS 
cleaned up their property 
after Troutt urged that a 
“clean city shows pride in 
the community." 

Others needed a special 
warning notice and the 
threat of tickets to get 


into the clean-up spirit. 

“I’m pleased with the 
cooperation so far, M 
Troutt said “But there 
still are some violators. 
They’ll have until Mon- 
day before city inspectors 
will beout in force issuing 
tickets for eyesores.” 

The inspectors had 
been checking vacant lots 
and commercial- 
industrial properties for 
their cooperation in the 
clean-up plan, but start- 
ing Monday they will be 
checking individual 
homes 

“THERE WILL be no 
excuse then," Troutt said 
“Every home in this 
community received 
notification of the clean- 
up project last month, so 
the inspection should be 
no surprise 

“In another month, you 
may not be able to 
rqcogmze some portions 
of this community 
they’ll be clean 
And, it’ll all be a tribute to 
the citizens of Romulus, 
because they have proven 
they have pride in the 
community "

Bill for sewage treatment 
to go up for area residents 


Residents in 13 communities 
including Belleville, Romulus 
and Van Buren Township will 
pay for the recent increase in 
price of liquid chlorine used in 
the'sewage treatment process. 

The Wayne County Road 
Commission (WCRC) has 
taken steps to fight a cost 
increase which would almost 
'double the price of liquid 
chlorine. 

Michael Berry, board 
chairman, said the WCRC will 
pay the new rate demanded by 
Dow Chemical, under protest 
since the liquid chlorine is 
needed for health reasons. 

POINTING OUT that there 
is no scarcity in the product, 
Berry said the 


will ask Michigan’s U.S. 
Congressional Delegation to 
investigate the cost increases 
He also said he would 
contact the Anti-Trust 
Division of the State Attorney 
General’s Office to determine 
why no other suppliers had bid 
on the chlorine when the 
product is available. 

About 1,375 tons of chlorine 
are used per year at the 
Wyandotte Treatment Plant 
and sub stations to service 
360,000 residents. 

In referring to the price 
increase as “a rape of the 
consumer”, Berry said the 
higher chlorine rates will be 
reflected in the home owner’s 
bill for the service.

Nothing but a rosy future 
looms for the Huron Public 
School District it seems, since 
the district received over- 
whelming approval of its 4.35 
mill tax increase request and 
has begun putting it to use. 


New programs and classes 
dot the agenda at school board 
meetings and the district even 
plans to hire 10 new staff 
members.

Officials stay mum 
on threatened suit 

Huron Township Supervisor George W. Moore said he has 
recieved one reply from the four letters the township mailed 
to the federal government, the state, Wayne County and 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan Park Authority (HCMAJ^ 
threatening them with lawsuite if nearly $500,000 iif alleged 
grants is not paid the township. 

Moore said the HCMA replied to his letter and requested 
further information on why Huron feels the authority owes 

it money he said. , 4 

"They didn’t say one way or another if they intended to pay 
us, but just wanted complete information on the matter.” 

TOE THREATENED lawsuits stem fro*n a sewer in- 
terceptor irita nation project begun in 1968 which Huron 
claims it was ’deprived of nearly $500,000 in state and federal 
grants. The HCMA was involed in the sewer project. 

Moore said Ae township has instructed its attorneys to

"I put myself in that man’s 
shoes and I know he wants 
service, just like I would want 
service,” he added.

-I GET CALLS about poor 
drainage, but a grade can’t be 
surveyed to determine how 
the water should flow until the 
water’s gone. 

"Or a road can’t be graded 
or grkvel added when it's 
muddy. 

Even with all the complaints 
Lambert’s job isn’t all 
frustration. 

-HE HAS BEEN able to 
tackle. ..and conquer some 
pressing problems. 

One major accomplishment 
was his work with the Wayne 
County Air Pollution Control 
Division to get the Heckman 
and Williams Co. to shut down 
its operation near Goddard 
Road and the railroad tracks. 

The company’s operation 
sent a dust cloud over the 
community, Lambert said. 

"The dust left an imprint 
wherever it settled and faded 
paint on automobiles,” he 
added. "After some work, this 
department got the company 
to shut down.” 

LAMBERT SAID he is 
tackling another chemical 
processing operation in an 
effort to improve the city’s 
environment along Van Born 
Road. 

' Since he has been in office, 
Lambert has taken more than 
1,100 complaints and has been 
able to solve 900 of them. 

"The work’s satisfying,” he 
said, "But it’s those other 200 
complaints which cause 
headaches — not only for me, 
but for those residents who 
have them.” 

And Lambert and the 
Romulus Department of 
Responsive Government is 
working to solve those 
problems.

Bandits raid dream home; 
Take appliances, carpet 


Melvin Coon. 31, hasn’t felt 
too welcomed in Romulus. 

Less than one week after he 
moved into his new home in 
the Eureka Road-Middlebelt 
Road area, he was robbed 
twice. 

"First someone tore up all 
the carpeting in the house and 
then, someone robbed us of 
more than $2,000 in jewelry 
and appliances while we were 
away,” he said. 

COON AND his 26-y ear-old 
wife Nancy, have been saving 
for the past two years to 
purchase a home for them- 
selves and their six-year-old 
daughter. Lisa. 

"It’s everyman’s dream to 
move into his own home," 
Coon said. 

He added that he thinks 
youthful vandals struck his 
home shortly before he oc- 
cupied it. They tore up his 
carpeting and removed about 
$200 worth. 

The next night, officers of 
the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Road Patrol captured two 14- 
year-old Taylor youths at- 
tempting to climb into the 


attic of the house. 

-WE ONLY know of one 
neighbor, and she said many 
of the homes in this sub- 
division have been robbed,” 
Coon said. "I can't blame it on 
the police or the city. It’s 
apparent thieves — 
particularly children— who 
aren’t afraid of the law. 

Coon said he felt expecially 
bitter because he knows the 
two youths captured in his 
home are free. 

Coon said that although he 


doesn’t blame his special 
"greeting” on Romulus’ 
residents, he’s already looking 
for a new place to live. 

"The insurance company’s 
getting tired of this, and I’m 
afraid they’ll cancel us,” Coon 
said. "It seems as though 
everything is lost, because I’m 
sure we can’t get our goods 
back. 

“It’s a sobering experience 
after looking forward to 
owning our own home for so 
long.”

To clear the 'Presidency' 


Romney favors impeachment verdict

George Romney believes Congress should 
carry through the impeachment process to a 
verdict one way or the other on President 
Nixon. 

Only by following this route, the former 
Michigan governnor and cabinet member 
said, can a tragic division of public opinion be 
avoided and the authority of the office of the 
presidency maintained 

During a question and answer period at a 
breakfast meeting, Romney said he felt it 
would not be advisaole for President Nixon to 
resign because of Watergate. 

••HIS RESIGNATION.” Romney explained, 
"would tend to create a serious divisive 
situtation in the country and make it difficult 
for his successor. There are still a hard core 
of people who believe Nixon is the victim of a 
contrived situation - of a media conspiracy, 
etc.” 

In Romney’s view the impeachment 
Drocess. with everything out in the open, "is

the best way to avoid" antagonizing those 
people. 

IMPEACHMENT. SIMILAR to a grand 
jury indictment, is voted by a majority of the 
House The Senate tries the case w ith a two- 
thirds vote required for conviction. The onlv 
penalty provided is removal from office 

Removal of Nixon in this way would end the 
Watergate crisis once and for all. 

"If by a decision of Congress the President, 
on the other hand, is not removed from office, 
that decision in itself would help to restore his 
authority — to the extent that the damage 
that already has been done can be 
minimized.” 

DISCUSSING WHAT he felt the public 
reaction would be if Vice President Gerald R. 


Ford, another Michigander, succeeded to the 
presidency, Romney said: 

"I think Gerald Ford has demonstrated a 
capacity well beyond what people had an- 
ticipated He has demonstrated an ability to 
deal effecbvely with the tough public 
questions which have been thrown at him, to 
maintain his integrity and to avoid un- 
dercutting the president’s capacity to govern. 
All this has taken a great deal of skill. 

"Gerald Ford is much better qualified than 
many men who have become president of the 
United States " 

ROMNEY. AN INDUSTRIALIST turned 
politician, had presidential ambitions himself 
in 1968 During the first term of the Nixon 


Administration he served as Secretary of the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Looking back on the whole Watergate 
episode, Romney said he had no personal 
knowledge 6f what occurred, but from his 
cabinet days he formed the impression that 
none of Nixon’s advisers and aides carried out 
any important actions without the president’s 
concurrence and knowledge 

Men like Maurice H. Stans, John N. Mit- 
chell. H R i Bob) Haldeman and John D. 
Ehrlichman "were completely loyal to the 
president,” Romney said. "If anything, they 
had a blind lovaltv." 

ROMNEY MAINTAINED the recent loss of 


a republican congressional seat in Michigan’s 
eighth district was due primarily to the public 
reaction against Watergate 

He suggested that all Republican can- 
didates "would be wise to run scared." But he 
felt that Michigan’s Gov. William G. Milliken 
would win re-elction "because he has done a 
good job and people recognize that he was not 
connected in any way with the events in 
Washington ." 

Romney now is chairman of the National 
Center for Voluntary Action — an 
organization dedicated to stimulating 
volunteer work on the whole spectrum of 
social problems. 

Asked if he might be asked to serve in the 
cabinet again if Ford became president, 
Romney said he would not expect to be 
considered for such a post He indicated he 
felt he could perform his most valuable 
service now by developing the volunteer 
concept in the nation.

Betty Ford talks like a candidate 

Would not hold Jerry to earlier commitment

As of now, there appears to be little sub- 
stance to those reports that personal con- 
siderations will prevent Vice President 
Gerald R Ford from seeking the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1976. 

Knowledge that there is no family block to 
Ford’s ambitions could even clear the way for 
a draft movement on his behalf at the next 
GOP national convention 
SOME TIME AGO, during a quiet family 
discussion, Ford promised his attractive wife, 
Betty, that he would seek one more term in 
the House of Representatives and then retire 
from an active role in national politics. 

Betty Ford suffers from a pinched nerve in 
her neck Both she and her husband know the 
demanding role a politician’s wife has to play 
during campaign time. 

There are the miles of travel, the in- 
different meals, the hammering waves of 
sounds from cheering crowds and high school 
bands The candidate gets an obvious 
stimulation from all this His wife just takes 
the punishment and sits beside him on the 
platform with a permanent smile on her face 
IT IS UNDERSTANDABLE that Ford, out 
of consideration for his wife, would be willing 
to pack up the life he knows so well 


When he made the promise to Betty, Ford 
was the congressman from Grand Rapids 
whose national exposure related to his job as 
house minority leader 
But the stakes of the game have changed a 
great deal since Ford became vice president 
on Dec 1 . 6 Replacing the fallen Spiro T 
Agnew 

CAMPAIGNING AS A presidential can- 


is much different than turning your back on a 
chaance to become president. It is much 
different for the candidate’s wife as well 
Mrs. Ford recently confirmed the promise 
her husband had made even as she played 
down the importance of the problem with her 
neck That can be kept under control, she 
explained, by a nerve relaxer 
FURTHERMORE. SHE said she "would

didate is many, many times harder than 
running for congress The candidate, mem- 
bersof his family and his campaign staff live 
largely on coffee and stretched nerves as the 
race for the White House progresses Yet you 
can’t beat the prize that goes to the victor 
The Fords obviously could visualize a quiet 
life after he ran one more time for the House 
Retiring under such circumstances, however,

FORD IS ONE OF THREE men who seem 
now to be in the best position to make a 
serious bid for the 1976 nomination.

A bet that Ford’s name would go before the 
next convention would seem like one of the 
safest wagers in the world even though he has 
gone out of his way to discourage such 
speculation 

In the last four months he has traveled 
40,000 miles and preached the Republican 
gospel to a party demoralized by Watergate 

That travel in itself would seem like the 
behavior of an active candidate, but Ford 
insists that is not his purpose. He explains 
that his appearance in a town increases the 
size of the gathering and brings in needed 
contributions He hopes he is improving GOP 
morale 

TO HEAR HIM TELL it. you get the im 
pression he is following to the letter that old 
business college sentence taught to typing 
pupils which goes: "Now is the time for all 
good men to come to the aid of their party ." 

Actually Ford is performing a delicate 
tightrope act unique in American history. He 
remains a loyalist to President Nixon, the 
man who named him to the vice presidency. 

Yet in many ways he has made it clear he 
realizes his own chance of reaching the 
presidency is growing and that he already is 
thinking about how the country should be run.

To the Editor: Tom Ochiltree’s ar- 
ticle on "secret data records" is filled 
with the usual quota of inaccuracies we 
find so frequently in newspapers today. 

No one has been "stripped of his 
credit rating" because of some com- 
puter foul-up as there are no credit 
ratings in the files of Credit Bureaus in 
the United States 

Instead, we merely compile iden- 
tifying information on each consumer 
such as name, address, social security 
number, date of birth and marital 
status To this we add the actual ledger 
experience of the consumer’s pur- 
chases on credit and the manner in 
which payment was made 

Other file information consists of 
public record information available to 
anyone who cares to look relating to the 
consumer’s ability to pay such as civil 
suits, judgments, garnishments, tax 
liens and so on 

Since enactment of the Fair Credit 
Reporting legislation the experience 
under the law has demonstrated what 
Credit Bureaus have said for years 

The record of accuracy in our in- 
dustry’ far higher than you will ever 


find in either the federal government 
which hungers and thirsts after 
regulating us or the news media who 
love to misrepresent us to the un- 


suspecting public

A real pro 

Lothar takes 
pictures to 
cheer people

From time to lime in my 20 years in the journalism 
profession, I’ve written about persons being honored for 
years of dedicated service to their chosen field of endeavor. 

And if I was 20 years younger, I’d still turn to journalism 
for my livelihood - and work enjoyment. 

Today I’d like to share with you some thoughts about 
someone dear to this newspaper and the citizens of Western 
Wayne County - our very own Lothar Konietzko, chief 
photographer for the Associated Newspaper Group for 20 
years. 

LAST YEAR WHEN Panax officers asked if I would 
consider transferring from the Macomb Daily in Mount 
Clemens to Associated Newspapers, they emphasized: "If 
you like good photography, you’ll have it made at Associated. 
Lothar’s one of the best in the news and feature photography 
business..." 

It didn’t take long to agree, and based on the testimonials 
from the citizens-Lothar is more than a photographer. 

"Lothar treats us with dignity. When he’s at our functions 
to take pictures, we know it’s not just another assignment for 
the Daily Eagle He makes us feel like we’re important to the 
newspaper." senior citizens of the Way ne-West land Com- 
munity School District emphasize. 

"WHEN WE SEE LOTHAR on Main Street, we welcome 
him as a fellow Belleville resident," readers of our weekly 
publication, The Enterprise, repeat. 

At the Romulus City Hall, Lothar gets the same kind of a 
greeting. "For us. Lothar serves as the eyes of the Romulus 
Roman with his pictures of city projects and student ac- 
tivities at our schools," Roman readers stress. 

Lothar joined Associated back on April 15, 1954 — as a 
photographer But in the 20 years his camera eye has 
recorded the events of Western W’ayne County, he’s also 
served as the newspaper's "goodwill ambassador." 

Lothar was born and raised in Germany. As a young man 
he took a deep interest in forest ranger work "I still love the 
outdoors. But each day man continues to pollute our forests, 
streams and recreation areas," he lectures at every op- 
portunity. 

IN THE CLOSING DAYS of World War II, he was recruited 
into the Luftwaffe. During the short span he piloted aircrafts, 
Lothar made one "direct hit." The hit was against a Soviet 
tanker in the Baltic Sea. 

Then one day while on a landing approach, he was caught 
bv two pursuit Mustangs — and survived a crash landing. 

When the war ended. Lothar had one goal. Get to America. 
"I was proud of my ancestry, but I was envious of the 
American people. I wanted to live in a country free of fear. I . 
wanted to live in a country governed by the people in a 
democratic process— and free of dictators." 

And today you couldn’t find a more dedicated American 
than Lothar Konietzko "When I hear people complain about 
America, I tell them to go live in a foreign land— then they’ll 
find hell on earth " 

HE ALSO OFFERS this advice to native born Americans: 
"America is more than a nation of free people. She stands as 
the bastion of freedom and democracy for other peoples who 
live at the discretion of the ruling government." 

In the area of photography, some of the shutterbugs I’ve 
come to know over the years usually specialize in one or two 
fields of new s photography Lothar is the exception He loves 
to photograph school children, senior citizens and average 
Americans doing something for the betterment of theii 
communities 

When it comes to awards, Lothar has enough to paper the 
walls of a recreation room— and the awards never went to his 
head 

FOR LOTHAR. the best reward is when a young man says: 
"I remember you from a long time ago. You came to our 
school and put our pictures in the newspaper ’’ Or when a 
society for the handicapped, writes: "The children love 

you..." 

The other day I asked Lothar if the last 20 years as a 
newspaper photographer have been enjoyable, and he said:

Board approves purchase 


Township fire fighters eye new equipment 


Fire fighters in Van Buren 
Township will have a tele- 
squirt to help curb fire 
destruction in the future.

League of voters

The League of Conservation 
Voters has given 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D-Mich) a 95 per cent score 
for his 1973 voting record on 
conservation issues, the 
highest rating in the Michigan 
delegation and one of the 
highest in the entire Congress. 

The league, a national non- 
partisan organization, 
monitors Congressional votes 
on a broad range of issues, 
such as energy, land use, 
nuclear safety, environmental 
education, transportation and 
population control.

the job placement of ex-offenders,” he said. 

FAUST SAID job training programs at state prisons “must 
be continued, not only for the sake of the inmates, but for the 
sake of the rest of society.” 

“Ex-offenders who can’t find a decent job after they are 
released from prison may have little choice but to depend on 
welfare or illegal activities for financial support,” said 
Faust. 


Prison inmates training to be barbers and beauticians — 
and the taxpayers who pay for the training are in for some 
disconcerting news. 

The state is training inmates for trades for which they 
cannot receive a state license to practice. 

The inconsistancy has become the target of an attack by 
Sen. William Faust (D-Westland), who introduced a 
resolution calling for a study of Michigan licensing laws in 
relation to ex-offenders. 

•'MICHIGAN TAXPAYERS have a right to gripe about 
governmental waste when the state trains prison inmates for 
positions, such as barbers or beauticians, for which they 
cannot be licensed by the state,” Faust said. 

“The solution should be obvious,” he added. “We have to 
change the licensing laws or begin to train inmates for other 
trades in which they can be employed after their release 
from prison.” 

Faust said the choice between the alternatives is not 
simple. 

“Before it changes the licensing laws, the state must 
consider the safety and welfare of the people of Michigan in

Criticizing profits 


Hart blasts companies 
for rising fuel prices

Sen. Philip A. Hart (D-Mich) insists that the 
price increase enjoyed by the major oil 
companies would nullify any tax relief 
Congress might grant average Americans 
trying to keep their personal budgets in 
balance. 

Already price boosts for petroleum 
products are costing consumers more than 
the Vietnam War did in any one year, he said. 

In a statement submitted Thursday to the 
Senate Commerce Committee on the pending 
consumer energy bill Hart said what the 


petroleum industry needs “is not fatter 
profits, but a little competition." 

HART TOOK issue with John C. Sawhill, 
the new director of the Federal Energy Office 
who described the recent price increases in 
gasoline and oil as “reasonable and 
necessary to encourage development of new 
energy sources." 

The senator described Sawhill’s testimony 
before the committee as “scary." Gasoline 
prices are running generally a cent or two 
above the half dollar a gallon level. Sawhill 
predicted the price might level out at about 60 
cents a gallon.

Senate studies Mahalak's deer bill 


“The bill would give them an opportunity to hunt under 
more primitive conditions than they can during the regular 
deer season when they must share the woods with as many as 
half a million other hunters,” the Romulus Democrat said. 
“Also, some of the enthusiasts would like to hunt in the 
frontiersman’s buckskin garb which would make them prime 
targets during the regular season.” 

THE BILL PERMITS antlered male deer to be hunted with 


muzzle loading weapons of at least 44 caliber from Dec 1 to 
Dec 20 The season would be limited to the Lower Peninsula 
and the natural resources commission would be able to limit 
it to certain areas 

The bill also amends the language of the present hunting 
statute to prevent the muzzle-loader season from interfering 
with other established hunting seasons i partridge and bow 
and arrow deer season) 


The recently-passed House bill to establish a special deer 
hunting season for muzzle loaders, is under the consideration 
of the Senate. It was introduced to the House by Rep. Edward 
E. Mahalak UL38th District). 

The bill recognizes the growing number of sportsmen who 
use antique firearms, Mahalak said. Hunters use muzzle 
loaders to identify with the heritage of early hunting in 
America. It is a challenging form of hunting.

However, his stunning peformances throughout the years 
have earned his national recognition as one of the top prep 
players in the nation today.

State eyes judge's salary 


By BOB BERG

The Michigan Legislature is 
moving to change the way it 
has been giving pay raises to 
most judges in the state 
because the old way looks like 
it was illegal 

Involved in the matter is the 
paycheck of every appeals 
court, circuit court and 
district court judge in 
Michigan. 

The Senate Appropriations 
Commitee is awaiting an k 
opinion from Attorney 
General Frank J. Kelley 
before it moves on the 
judiciary appropriation for 
the next fiscal year 

THE PROBLEM arises 
from the fact the salaries of 
appeals court, circuit court 
and district court judges are 
set by law and the Legislature 
has been granting raises 
without changing the law-. 

The last time the law was 
changed was in 1970 At the 
time, appeals court judges 
had their salaries set at 
$38,500 per year. Since then 
they have risen to $41,961 a 
year 

Circuit court judges was 
given $24,000 a year by the 
state. That has risen to $26,157 
for this fiscal year. District 
court judges were given 
$19,500 by the state in 1970 and 
that has risen to $21,279 for the 
current fiscal year. 

"The way they’ve been 
doing it is illegal, said one 
legislative legal analyst. "But 
they didn’t ask any lawyers 
about it. 

••THEY JUST went ahead 
and did it It would be a tough 
thing to challenge in the courts 


because the only court that 
could rule on it without a 
conflict of interest would be 
the Supreme Court The other 
judges w'ould be ruling on 
their salaries." 

The back door approach to 
giving pay raises to judges 
was adopted because it was 
easier and because there was 


quite a hassle in 1970 before 
the judicial pay rates were 
set Appropriations bills fly 
through the Legislature just 
before summer adjournment 
and few legislators are aware 
of the thousands of details in 
them They have to trust the 
appropriations committee of 
each house

Sen. Percy maps path to the White House

Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-Ill., is following one of the iron- 
clad rules of politics and horse racing— never let the op- 
position get so far ahead that you lost contact with what is 
going on 

This is sHowti by one of the most surprising fallouts from 
the Democratic victory in Michigan’s eighth congressional 
district. 


Percy has sized up Ford as his main rival for the top spot 
on the GOP national ticket two and a half years from now. 

This assessment by the Percy camp is regarded as the 
right one regardless of whether Ford is still vice president 
then or already has succeeded to the presidency through the 
resignation or impeachment of Richard Nixon. 

Percy and Ford, a Michigan man, share center stage with 
tw o other Republican biggies - former New York Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller and California Gov Ronald Reagan. 


Percy clearly was bitterly disappointed when Democratic 
candidate J Robert Traxler defeated James M. Sparling, 
Jr , for the Michigan Congressional seat formerly occupied 
by Federal Judge James Harvey. 

SPARLING MATCHED Percy’s idea of what a Republican 
candidate for the House should be like. In normal times 
Sparling presumably would have won easily in the eight! 
district which includes Bay City-Saginaw and Michigan’s 
rural * thumb. ” 


The result there has transformed the Illinois senator from 
a "closet presidential aspirant’’ to a generally recognized 
fully committed candidate for the Republican presidential 
nomination in 1976. 

FROM HIS POINT of view, Percy’s logic can not be 
faulted The latest Republican disaster in Michigan 
unquestionably has increased Vice President Gerald R 
Ford s chances to reach the White House. 


NOW THAT ROCKEFELLER has moved closer to the 
center he and Ford occupy similar ideological ground. 
Reagan is the favorite of much of the party’s conservative 
wing. That leaves Percy as the only one of the front runners 
who could be described without question as a "progressive 
Republican.” 

One reason Percy has surfaced so strongly now is to keep 
alive that philosophical segment of the party 


At a Washington news conference Percy made it clear he 
felt Watergate was casting a long shadow over all the 
Republican incumbents who will be seeking re-election to the 
House in November 

Noting that Sparling lost despite the fact that President 
Nixon came out to the district personally to campaign for 
him, reporters asked Percy if the hard pressed Republican 
Party would be better off if Nixon resigned before November.

Percy cannot at this stage be assured of 100 per cent backing 
from all elements of Illinois' Republican Party.

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Gardners invite 'unwanted guests' 
with careless planting procedures 


A green thumb may ease the 
food cost crisis but it also may 
attract unwanted dinner 


guests, rats, according to the 
Wayne County Department of 
Health 


Residents beginning 
backyard gardening should be 
aware of the potential food 


supply they are making 
available to rats. Many of the 
more common vegetables and 


fruits grown are favorite foods 
for rats, these include: 
tomatoes, cantaloupe, sun- 
flower (seeds), windfalls from 
fruit trees and some squash 

Residents can protect 
themselves from infestation 
by observing good gardening 
practices Proper spacing 
between rows is important to 
allow for growth of plants, 
ease of weeding, and most 
importantly, spaced and well 
maintained rows are less 
attractive to rats. 

ANY SIGNS of rodent ac- 
tivity such as burrows, tracks, 
or droppings also will be more 
visible to the gardener when 
proper spacing is observed 

Staking and pruning plants 
such as tomatoes also will 
make your garden less at- 
tractive to rats and will yield a 
higher percentage of good 
fruits. 

Cultivate as often as 
necessary to keep weeds 
under control. 

Cultivation is preferred to 
mulching as it provides the 
gardener a chance to closely 
scrutinize his garden fpr signs 


of rat activity, county officials 
said, Mulching materials such 
as peat moss, ground corn- 
cobs, straw, shavings, and 
oaDer commonly provide rat 
harborage. 

BLACK PLASTIC and 
cardboard which frequently 
are being used as mulches 
have the highest potential for 
rat infestation. 

Storage sheds also provide 
harborage for rats, the of- 
ficials added Careful 

maintenance is required to 
deter rats as none of these 
sheds are rodent proof 

A sedondary food source for 
rats is provided by improper 
composting. Vegetable refuse 
should never be left exposed. 
Compost materials should be 

sprinkled with a small amount 
of fertilizer and lime and 
covered with a layer of soil 

Besides being necessary for 

efficient decomposition this 
procedure will deter even the 
hungriest of rats, the county 
official said.

To play it safe, remove metal shields surrounding the 
engine to thoroughly clean these areas.

OF VAN BUREN TOWNSHIP 
BUILDING AND RECREATIONAL AUTHORITY 


Gardeners and law-n experts are starting to get itchy green 
thumbs And it’s time to begin getting lawn mowers, garden 
tillers and other equipment back in shape to insure trouble- 
free operations 

Although the type and size of machinery differs, basic 
maintenance steps apply to most and are necessary for 
smooth-running equipment. Most engines are air-cooled 
today and the vast majority of problems result from long 
winter storage with a partially filled fuel tank. 

Gum deposits and varnish formations tend to build up on 
interior fuel lines, carburetors and tank surfaces. To remove 
these deposits, drain all fuel out of these areas and flush with 
a solvent or cleaner designed for the purpose. 

IF NECESSARY, remove the carburetor and soak in fuel 
oil, diesel fuel or some safe solvent for several hours until the 
deposits are loosened. Do not use gasoline for this purpose.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION 
OF 

VAN BUREN TOWNSHIP BUILDING AND 
RECREATIONAL AUTHORITY 

These Articles of Incorporation of the Van Buren 
Township Building and Recreational Authority are 
adopted by the incorporating unit for the purpose of 
creating an Authority under the provisions of Act 31 of the 
Public Acts of Michigan of 1948 (Extra Session), as 
amended 

ARTICLE I 
NAME 

The name of this corporation is the Van Buren Tow nship 
Building and Recreational Authority. 

ARTICI F II 

INCORPORATING UNIT 

The incorporating unit creating this authority is the 
Township of Van Buren. Michigan. 

ARTICLE III 
PURPOSE 

This Authority is incorporated for the purpose of 
acquiring, furnishing, equipping, owning, improving, 
enlarging, operating and maintaining a building or 
buildings, automobile parking lots or structures, 
recreational facilities, stadiums, and the necessary site or 
sites therefor, together with appurtenant properties and 
facilities necessary or convenient for the effective use 
thereof, for the use for any legitimate public purpose of 
the Township of Van Buren 

ARTICLE IV 
POWERS AND DUTIES 

Section I This authority shall be a body corporate with 
power to sue and be sued in any Court of this state. It shall 
possess all the powers necessary to carry out the purposes 
of its incorporation and those incidental thereto. The 
enumeration of any powers in these Articles shall not be 
construed as a limitation on such general powers 

Section II The authority and the incorporating unit 
shall have the power to enter into a contract or contracts 
whereby the authority will acquire property necessary to 
accomplish the purposes of this incorporation, and as 
contemplated by the terms of the Enabling Act and to 
lease said property to the incorporating unit and adjacent 
townships for a period not to exceed forty (40) years. 

Section III. The authority shall have the power to in- 
crease the consideration specified in any contract or lease 
with the incorporating unit whenever during the term of 
the lease or leases an increase of rent is necessary to 
provide funds to meet its obligations. 

Section IV For the purposes of accomplishing the ob- 
jects of its incorporation the authority may acquire 
property by purchase, construction, lease, gift, devise or 
condemnation, and for the purpose of condemnation, it 
may proceed under the provisions of Act No. 149 of the 
Public Acts of 1911 as amended, being Sections 213.21 to 
213.41 of the Compiled Laws of 1948, or any other ap- 
propriate statute 

Section V For the purpose of acquiring, improving and 
enlarging any such building or buildings, automobile 
parking lots or structures, and necessary site or sites 
therefore, and furnishing and equipping the same, the 
authority may issue bonds in accordance with and subject 
to the provisions of Act 31 of the Public Acts of 1948 ( Extra 
Session), as amended, being Sections 123.951 to 123 965 of 
the Compiled Law\s of 1948 

Section VI. When all bonds for any particular im- 
provement issued pursuant to the provisions of the 
Enabling Act under which the authority is incorporated 
shall have been retired, the authority may convey title to 
the property acquired to the incorporating unit in ac- 
cordance with any agreement adopted by the governing 
body of the incorporating unit 

Section VII The authority shall possess all the pow-ers 
necessary to carry out the purposes of its incorporation, 
including the incidental powers necessary thereto, and the 
enumeration of any power either in these Articles of In- 
corporation or in the Enabling Act shall not be construed 
as a limitation upon the general power of this authority. 

Section VI 1 1 The term of this corporation and authority 
shall be fifty (50) years 

ARTICLE V 
GOVERNING BODY 
OFFICERS 

Section I The Authority shall be directed and governed 
by a Board of Commissioners of Five (5) members known 
as the Commission, each to be appointed by the Township 
Board of Trustees of Van Buren Township Members shall 
be residents of the Township of Van Buren No member of 
the legislature body of the incorporating unit shall be 
eligible for membership or appointment to this authority 

Section II The terms of the Commissioners constituting 
the first Commission shall be for the first Commissioner 
two (2) years, the next two Commissioners four (4) years, 
and the next two Commissioners six (6) years, thereafter 
succeeding Commissioners shall serve for six (6) year 
terms Provided however, the initial terms of office shall 
commence upon acceptance of appointment and shall 
terminate on the 30lh day of November following the 
specified term, and terms of succeeding Commissioners 
shall commence on December 1st 

Section III The Commission shall designate one of its 
members as chairman, one of its members as secretary, 
and one of its members as treasurer, each to be 
designated for such term in office as may be fixed by their 
by-laws. 


Section IV The Commission shall adopt and may 
amend By-Laws and rules of procedure consonent with 
the provisions of the Enabling Act and these Articles, and 
providing therein for regular meetings of the Commission 
in accordance with the terms and provisions of the 
Enabling Act 

Section V. The Commission shall adopt a corporate seal. 

Section VI. The chairman shall preside at the meetings 
of the Commission and may sign and execute all 
authorized bonds, contracts, checks and other obligations 
in the name of the authority when so authorized by the 
Commission He shall do and perform such other duties 
as may be fixed by the By-Laws and from time to time 
assigned to him by the Commission 

Section VII The secretary shall keep minutes of all 
meetings of the Commission, and of all committees 
thereof, in books provided for that purpose He shall 
attend to the giving, serving and receiving of all notes or 
process of or against the authority. He may sign with the 
chairman in the name of the authority all contracts 
authorized by the Commission, and when so ordered, he 
shall affix the seal of the authority thereto. He shall have 
charge of all books and records, which shall at all 
reasonable times be open to inspection and examination 
by the Commission, or any member thereof, and in 
general perform all the duties incident to this office. The 
secretary shall preside at meetings of the Commission in 
the absence of the Chairman. 

Section VIII. The treasurer shall have custody of all the 
funds and securities of the authority which may come into 
his hands or possession. When necessary- or proper, he 
shall endorse in behalf of the authority for collection, 
checks, notes and other obligations. He shall deposit them 
to the credit of the authority in a designated bank or 
depository He shall sign all receipts and vouchers for 
payments made to the authority. He shall jointly with 
such other officer as may be designated by the Com- 
mission sign all checks, bonds, promissory notes or other 
obligations of the authority when so ordered by the 
Commission He shall render a statement of his cash 
accounts when required by the Commission He shall 
enter regularly in the books of the authority to be kept by 
him for this purpose full and accurate accounts of all 
moneys received and paid by him on account of the 
authority, and shall at all reasonable times exhibit his 
books and accounts to the Commission or any member 
thereof then so required He shall perform all acts in- 
cidental to the position of treasurer fixed by the By-Laws 
and as assigned to him from time to time by the Com- 
mission He shall be binded for the faithful discharge of 
his duties as treasurer, the premium to be paid by the 
authority. 

Section IX Annual compensation, if any, for the 
members of the Commission shall be fixed by the Com- 
mission when approved by the Township Board of

Section X. Vacancies occuring in the office of this

State adoption laws fail to protect child 


By GARY M. OWEN 
State Rep. <D-22nd. District) 
The failure of Michigan’s 
adoption statutes to protect 
the rights of all parties of 
adoptions became apparent 
recently in Ypsilanti when a 
natural mother regained 
custody of her child after 
nearly two years of litigation 
in the courts. 

Because the child resided 
only with the adoptive parents 
during the two years, it was a 
traumatic experience for all. 

Rita Kay Harris, an unwed 
mother who signed her baby 
over to Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Horn of Ypsilanti when the 
girl was a week old, changed 
her mind during the 90-day 
time limit allowed by law in 
the case of direct adoptions, 
and started court proceedings 
to have the baby returned to 
her - the natural mother. 

THE LEGAL fight that 
ensued took more than 18 
months to be decided by our 
courts. The adoptive parents 
sued for the right to keep the 
child while the mother sued to 
regain custody. 

In the end, the adoptive 

S arents lost Rhonda Marie 
orn. Rhonda was placed h a 
foster home for a few days 
pending the return of her to 
her mother, when Miss Harris 
took Rhonda from the home 
and disappeared with her. 

Because of the trauma in- 
volved in a legal custody 
battle during which the child 
lives with the adoptive 
parents, I have introduced a 
bill in the House of 
Representatives that would 
change the adoption laws. The 
bill would do three things: 

—it would reduce the time 
period for I rehearing on 
adoption matters from 90 to 20 
days: 

—it would prohibit the 
placement of children for 
adoption when parental rights 
still are under probate court 
jurisdiction, and 
—it would restrict direct 
consent adoption to relatives 
of the child. All children 
placed for adoption would first 
be placed with an adoption 
agency and the adoption 
agency would have the 
responsibility of placing the

The Romulus animal control 
officers will be on a seven-day 
operation in the future in an 
effort to cope with increasing 
instances of straying animals. 

According to city director of 
animal control, George 
Hartgrove, the city has 
recorded 15 dog bites during 
the past week and captures 50 
dogs. 

“Anyone who owns a dog 
and ailows it to run at large 
will be given a citation, will go 
to court and will pay a fine,” 
Hartgrove said. “Presently, 
the courts are levying fines of 
$10 when an owner is found 
guilty of allowing foeir pets to 
run loose, but the charge is a 
misdemeanor and could result 
in a $500 fine, a 90 day jail 
sentence or both, in extreme 
instances.” 

Hartgrove said the animal 
shelter will be open six days a 
week between 9 a m. and 10 
a m. and from 4 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday. 

“Owners of animals that 
have been impounded can 
claim their pets at those 
times,” he added. 

The animal control officer 
also urges owners of female 
pets to have their pets spayed 
in an effort to control the 
number of wandering animals 
in the community.

By placing the child to be 
adopted in a foster home until 
the proposed 20-day appeal 
time has lapsed, the trauma 
that occurred in the case of the 
Horns would not be repeated. 


The mother would have time 
to change her mind about 
giving her child up for 
adoption, but when that time 
limit was past she would have 


no further legal recourse. 

THIS WOULD protect the 
rights of the natural mother 
and the adoptive parents as 
well. But, most important, it 


would protect the adopted 
child from a traumatic ex- 
perience such as Rhonda 
Marie Horn has experienced 
The f irst concern of our laws 


should be for the welfare of the 
child. It is clear that our 
present adoption law's do not 
properly address this im- 
portant point. 


Employes reject 
hospital contract 


It’s back to the drawing 
boards for the Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) labor 
negotiator Leo Bona my. 

The authority’s employes 
union has rejected a contract 
offer by Bonamy which was 
“the maximum allowed by- 
law.”

“There is talk that the 
controls wfll die April 30,” 
Bonamy said. “I also have

“If they are extended, I 
would say it’s unjust to 
hospital employes who would 
be discriminated against 
simply because of where they 
work.” 

Bonamy has been 
negotiating with the PCHA’s 
more than 1,000 employes as 
part of a wage re-opener 
agreement in a contract 
ratified a year ago.

ELECTRICAL CODE ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE ADOPTION 
OF THE 1971 NATIONAL ELECTRICAL CODE, THE 
1971 SUPPLEMENTARY UNIFORM ELECTRICAL 
RULES, AND THE RECIPROCAL ELECTRICAL 
COUNCIL MANUAL OF OPERATION TO SAFEGUARD 
LIFE AND PROPERTY BY REGULATING AND 
PROVIDING FOR THE INSPECTION OF THE IN- 
STALLATION AND MAINTENANCE OF ELECTRICAL 
WIRING, ELECTRICAL DEVICES AND ELECTRIC 
MATERIAL, TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING OF 
ELECTRICIANS IN THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN, 
TO PROVIDE A RECIPROCAL ARRANGEMENT FOR 
THE RECOGNITION OF EXAMINATIONS AND 
LICENSES ISSUED BY OTHER MUNICIPALITIES IN 
THE STATE OF MICHIGAN VOLUNTARILY 
COOPERATING IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF THIS 
ORDINANCE, TO PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR 
VIOLATIONS THEREOF AND TO REPEAL ALL 
OTHER ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT THEREWITH 

THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN (WAYNE COUN- 
TY, MICHIGAN) ORDAINS: 

Section 1. The 1971 National Electrical Code, the 1971 
Supplementary Uniform Electrical Rules, and the 
Reciprocal Electrical Council Manual of Operation are 
hereby adopted by reference and made a part of this 
Ordinance as though set forth here in full. 

Section 2. Printed copies of the 1971 National Electrical 
Code and the 1971 Supplementary Uniform Electrical 
Rules shall be kept in the office of the Clerk of the 
Township of Van Buren (hereinafter called “the Town- 
ship”), available for inspection by the public. 

Section 3. The Township Board shall employ or secure 
the services of an electrical inspector to enforce the 
provisions of this Ordinance and shall provide for the 
reasonable compensation for said inspector, provided that 
said inspector shall be a journeyman electrician. 

Section 4 (a). It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to engage as an independent contractor in the 
installation, alteration, maintenance or repair of elec- 
trical wiring, equipment, apparatus, or fixtures for light, 
heat or power purposes where the electromotive force 
exceeds thirty (30) volts in or about buildings and-or 
structures located within the Township without first 
having procured a license as provided in this Ordinance. 

Persons, firms or corporations applying for con- 
tractor’s license must have at least one ( 1 ) member of the 
firm or employee holding a master’s license. 

A Board of Examiners is hereby constituted consisting 
of the Electrical Inspector of the Township, a represen- 
tative of an electric utility company operating in the 
Township, a licensed electrical contractor and a licensed 
journeyman electrician. Said electrical contractor and 
journeyman electrician shall have had at least ten (10) 
years experience in electrical work. The members of said 
Board of Examiners shall be appointed by the Township 
Board for such terms as shall be designated at the time of 
appointment. This Board shall examine all applicants for 
master’s, contractor’s, or journeyman electrician's 
licenses. Applicants failing to pass will not be eligible for 
re-examination for a period of thirty (30) days. All ap- 
plicants for licenses shall designate their legal address as 
the location of their residence in the case of master and 
journeyman electricians, and their legal address as the 
principal place of business in the case of electrical con- 
tractors. 

The Board of Examiners shall prepare examination 
and license application blanks, prescribe the examination 
and meet at least once a month or on call of the Township 
Clerk to hold examinations. Due notice shall be given 
applicants of tne date of examination. 

(b) . It shall be unlawful for any person to engage or 
advertise in the occupation of trade of master, contractor? 
or journeyman electrician in the installation, alteration, 
maintenance or repair of electrical wiring equipment, 
apparatus, or fixtures for light, heat, power or medical 
purposes where the electromotive force exceeds thirty 
(30) volts in or about buildings and-or structures within 
the Township without having first taken the examination 
and obtained a license as herein provided. This provision 
shall not apply to helpers and apprentices while working 
under the direction and supervision of licensed master or 
journeyman electricians who shall be present at all times 
when such helpers or apprentices are performing such 
work. 

All applications for said examinations shall be in 
writing. The examination shall consist of an oral or 
written examination as the Board of Examiners shall 
determine, and such other practical tests and 
examinations as the Board of Examiners may prescribe. 
Stenographic notes shall be taken of all oral 
examinations. 

(c) . All licenses issued under this Ordinance shall ex- 
pire on December 31st of each year and shall be renewed 
upon application by the licensee together with the 
payment of the required fee as shall be established by the 
Township Board After March 1st, all licenses not 
renewed shall be considered cancelled and may not be 
renewed except upon approval by the Board of 
Examiners. Licenses shall be issued by the Township 
Clerk upon recommendation of the Board of Examiners 
Licenses issued under this Ordinance shall be non- 
transferable and shall be displayed when requested 
Electrical contractors licensed under the terms of this 
Ordinance shall not secure permits for work to be done by 
any person not employed by said electrical contractor. 

The Township Clerk shall permit electrical contractors 
lawfully licensed by other municipalities of the State of 
Michigan to install, alter or repair electrical wiring, 
equipment, apparatus or fixtures for light, heat or power 
purposes within the corporate limits of the Township upon 
payment of registration fee as shall be established by the 
Township Board. 

Firms or corporations applying for electrical con- 
tractor’s licenses. whose principal place of business is not 
in the State of Michigan, may obtain such license from the 
Township Clerk upon approval by the Board of Examiners 
and the payment of the fee established by the Township 
Board, provided that the applicant shall file a duly 
executed bond in the penal sum of One Thousand 
($1,000 00) Dollars running to the Township conditioned 
upon the faithful performance and observance of this 
Ordinance Such Bond shall be a surety bond from a 
recognized and approved surety company authorized to 
transact business in the State of Michigan 

Any master’s, electrical contractor’s, or journeyman 
electrician's license may, after a hearing, be suspended 
or revoked by the Board of Examiners or the Township 
Board upon evidence presented that false statements 
have been made upon application for license or upon 
evidence presented that the person, firm or corporation 
holding such license willfully or by reason of in- 
competence has repeatedly violated the provisions of this 
Ordinance 

(d) The Board of Examiners is hereby empowered and 
it shall be their duty to make such rules and regulations 
concerning electrical work in the Township as may ap- 
pear necessary, which rules and regulations shall be 
effective upon adoption by resolution or ordinance by the 
Township Board, and which shall thereupon supersede 
any provisions of this Ordinance in conflict therewith 

Section 5(a) No alterations or additions shall be made 
in the existing wiring of any dwelling, building or 
structure, nor shall any dwelling, building or structure be 
wired for the placing of any electrical lights, motors, 
heating devices or any apparatus requiring the use of 
electrical current at a potential over thirty (30) volts, nor 
shall any alterations be made in the wiring in any 
dwelling, building or structure after inspection, without 
first notifying the Township Clerk and securing a permit 


therefor. Application for such permit describing such 
work, shall be made by the person, firm or corporation 
installing same and a permit issued shall be to such ap- 
plicant upon compliance with this Ordinance. 

(b) . This Section 5 shall not apply to maintenance and 
repairs on the premises of a person, firm or corporation 
regularly employing qualified electricians for that pur- 
pose, nor such minor repair work as repairing flush and 
snap switches, replacing fuses, changing lamp sockets, 
receptacles, taping bar joints or repairing drop cords. 

(c) . Nothing herein contained shall prohibit any bona 
fide owner of any single family dwelling arfti out buildings 
provided that said owner shall: (1) apply for and secure a 
permit in accordance with this Ordinance, (2) pay 
required fees, (3) do the work himself or herself in ac- 
cordance with this Ordinance, (4) apply for inspections as 
provided herein, (5) receive written approval of the 
Electrical Inspector. 

Section 6. When an application is made for a permit 
required under the terms of this Ordinance, a fee shall be 
paid in an amount as prescribed by resolution of the 
Township Board. When additional inspections are 
required due to any violations discovered, the applicant 
shall pay any additional amounts as required by the 
Township Board to defray the C 06 ts of such additional 
inspections. , 

Section 7. Upon the completion of any wiring or other 
work requiring a permit under this Ordinance, it shall be 
the duty of the person, firm or corporation installing the 
same to notify the Township Clerk, who shall notify the 
Electrical Inspector to inspect said work. If the sub- 
sequent inspection indicates that said work is in com- 
pliance with this Ordinance and does not constitute a 
hazard to life and property, the Electrical Inspector shall 
issue to such person, firm or corporation for delivery to 
the owner of the premises a certificate or inspection 
authorizing connection to the electrical service and the 
turning on of the current. All wires which are to be hidden 
from view shall be inspected before concealment and any 
person, firm or corporation installing such wires shall 
notify the Township Clerk giving sufficient time in which 
to make the required inspection before such wires are 
concealed. 

Section 8. Periodically the Electrical Inspector shall 
make a thorough re-inspection of the installation in 
dwellings, buildings or structures of all electric wiring, 
electric devices and electric materal that has been in- 
stalled or that may hereafter be installed within the 
Township of Van Buren, and when the installation of any 
such wiring devices, and-or material is found to constitute 
a dangerous or unsafe condition, the person, firm or 
corporation owning, using, or operating the same shall be 
notified and shall make the necessary repairs or changes 
required to place such wiring, devices and material in a 
safe condition and shall complete such work within fifteen 
(15) days or any longer period specified by the Electrical 
Inspector in said notice. The Electrical Inspector is 
hereby empowered to disconnect or order the discon- 
tinuance of electrical service to such wiring, devices, and- 
or material so found to be defectively installed, until the 
installation of such wiring, devices and material has been 
rendered safe as directed by the Electrical Inspector. 

Section 9 (a). It shall be unlawful to install or use any 
electrical devices, apparatus, or equipment designed for 
attachment to or installation on any electrical circuit or 
system for heat, light, or power, which is not in com- 
pliance with this Ordinance and otherwise safe and 
adequate for its intended use. The Electrical Inspector 
shall have the power to disapprove the use or installation 
of devices not fulfilling these requirements. Devices, 
apparatus, and equipment as approved by such generally 
recognized authorities as United States Bureau of Stan- 
dards, Electrical Testing Laboratories of New York, 
Underwriters Laboratories, Occupational Safety and 
Health Act American National Standards Institute, or 
National Fire Protection Association shall be prima facia 
acceptable, provided that the Electrical Inspector shall 
have the authority to disapprove any specific item which 
in his discretion is of faulty design or poor construction 
and the use of which will create a danger or hazard to 
persons or property. 

(b). It shall be the duty of the Electrical Inspector from 
time to time to inspect electrical devices, apparatus, and 
equipment offered to the public for use in the Township to 
see that such items conform to the above requirements. 

Section 10. The Electrical Inspector or any other 
authorized township official acting in his behalf shall have 
the right during reasonable hours to enter any dwelling, 
building or structure in the discharge of his official duties 
or for the purpose of making any inspection or test of the 
installation of electric wiring, electric devices and-or 
electric material contained therein, and shall have the 
authority to cause the turning off of all electric supply and 
cut or disconnect, in cases of emergency, any wire where 
such electrical currents are dangerous to life or property, 
or may interfere with fire or police protection. 

Section 11 The Township Clerk shall keep complete 
records of all permits issued and inspections made and 
other official work performed under the provisions of this 
Ordinance 

Section 12. When the Electrical Inspector condemns all 
or part of any electrical installation or other work, the 
owner may within five (5) days after receiving written 
notice from the Electrical Inspector, file a petition in 
writing for review of said action of the Electrical In- 
spector with the Board of Examiners, upon receipt of 
which the Board of Examiners shall meet and determine 
whether said electrical installation complies with this 
Ordinance. 

Section 13. This Ordinance shall not be construed to 
relieve from or lessen the responsibility or liability of any 
party owning, operating, controlling or installing any 
electric wiring, electric devices and-or electric material 
for damages to persons or property caused by any defect 
therein, nor shall the Township be held as assuming any 
such liability by reason of the inspection authorized 
herein, or certificate of inspection as herein provided. 

Section 14 The provisions of this Ordinance shall not 
apply to apparatus and equipment installed by or for any 
public utility operating under the jurisdiction of the 
Michigan Public Service Commission and used primarily 
for the generation or distribution of electric current or for 
signal or communication purposes 

Section 15. All ordinances, resolutions, or parts thereof 
in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repealed 
Should any provision of this Ordinance be declared to be 
invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 16 Any person, firm or corporation who shall 
fail to comply w ith any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be subject to a fine of not 
more than One Hundred ($100 00) Dollars or im- 
prisonment in the County Jail for a period not exceeding 
ninety (90) days, or by both fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the Court 

Section 17 This Ordinance shall become effective thirty 
(30) days after the publication hereof

“There have 
to be rain clouds before you can induce 
rain ’’ 


Engler’s interest in weather 
modification resulted from a con- 
troversy in Gratiot County over 
whether the County Board of Com- 
missioners had the authority to use tax 
money for rain making. 

RAINMAKING WAS tried with some 
success in Gratiot, Isabella and 
Montcalm Counties in 1972.
